How difguifed 
their Principals? How uncertain their Hu- 
mours ?—Many Men come out, when they 
come into great and public Employments ; the 
Weaknefs of whofe Heads or Hearts would 
never have been difcovered, had they kept 
within their private Spheres of Life. Befides 
Princes, who fee with other Mens Eyes, and 
bear with other Mens Ears; or are confined 
heir Choice of Servants to a fma!l Number 

of Courtiers, who give their Attendance about 
the Court, in order to advance themfelves to 
Honours, to Fortunes, to Places and Employ- 
ments, do not always prefer the beft and wi- 
fe to the great Offices of State; but moft 
cammon!y they choofe Men the leaft worthy 
of che Roval Favour and Confidence, leait 


capable to menage an important Truft; and 
seqter Servants to their own private Intereft, 
than t e (;_vetnment. 

The Neccy, the Ambuious, the Half- wit- 





ted, the Proud, the Covetous, are ever reft- 
leis to get into public Enployments.—The 
Froward, the Bufy, the Bold, the Sufficient, 
purfue their Game with more Paffion, Endea- 
vour, Application, and thereby often fucceed, 
where better Men would fail. 

Yet all thefe cover their Intentions with 
moft worthy Pretenfes, and thofe Patriotick 
Sayings, That Men are net born for themtlee., 
and en sce their Lives for the Public, a: 
well as their Time, and their Health; thy ugh 
it is certain they mean quite the contrary. 

The Danger in fuch a Cafe arifes frum 2 
Faction between thofe Subjects that woul, 
fuppert Government, and thofe that would 
ruin it, or rather between thofe that potl:/ 
the Honours and Advantages of it ; anu tho! 
that, under Pretence of reforming, detign 
chiefly to change the Hands it isin, and care 
little what becomes of the ref#. 39Wohen the 
Storms are raifed, the Wife and the Good . 
either difgraced, or laid afide, of retire c: 
themfelves, and leave the Scene free to fuch 
as are moft cager and moit active to get upon 
the Stage. 

This is fuch a Danger as wil! fooner or la- 
ter eat out the vitals of Government, unlef 
the Prince and State conful: their own Safety, 
by avoiding all Innovations in antient and et- 
tablifhed Forms and Laws, efpecially thote 
concerning Liberty, Property, and Religion, 
and thereby leave the Channel of known and 
common Juftice clean and undifturbed ; and 
by purfuing the true and common Intereft of 
the Nation, they covern without e{poufing any 
Party, excepf im fuch Cafes where thev muit 
inchne to one or the other: Then let them 
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-hoofe or tavour that Party which is moft po- 
pular, cr wherein the greateft and ftrongett 
art of the Peaple.appear to be engaged ; for, 
as the End of Government feems to be the 
Salus Pepuli, fo the Strength of the Govern- 
ment is the Comfent of the People.

‘ss We have little talked of here but the 
lofs fuftained by the burning of our Cuitom- 
boufe, which is computed at Bco,cco!. ; 
is fuppofed, by moft people, to be done ! 
fome of the under officers, who often moke 4 
practne of fiealing things, bwt perhaps rm 
fomething valuable, and had an opportu: 
they could not withitand, and to cover the 
villainy, fet the whole on fire.—It is rem: - 
kable, that no fmoakers, or any other fie, 
was admitted near this place, except in the 
fealing-ofice, where no fre had been tor the 
three preceding davs, and this difmal cataf- 
trophe took its rile a great diftance from the 
faid office, in a place where many valuable 
things were depolited —The court give cut 
induftrioufiy, that the fraivers Joft but a tri- 
file, and their fubjects juffer almoft the wh« le. 
This is done to flop the creat clamovr of the 
factory, whocry aloud at not having a Cuf- 
tom Houfe built of ttone, acccrding to his 
Naj« ft, s 
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Majefiy’s promife immediately after the earth- 
quake, and for which purpofe four per cent. 
was levied on all goods imported, which duty 
amounts to a fum fufficient to build confidera- 
bly greater than was neceffary.””

Tis taid that the Colonel has told them, 
that if this Peace is not confirmed by their 
Chief, no other wi!] be granted them; and 
that if they continue the War, they fhall find 
their Country filled with Warriors immediate- 
ly, who will cut them off from the Face of 
the Earth. 

It feems the Motion of two Armies at once 
toward their Country, viz. That under Col. 
Bradftreet, from Niagara; and thet from this 
Province, under Col. Bouquet, has greatly 
intimidated thofe People ; who at firft haugh- 
tily ftood out, and refufed to mect Sir Wil- 
liam Johnfon at the Congrefs of Niagara —
